Long-Time  Resident  Bequeaths  Art  Collection

The  late  Edmund  Howard 
McDougall  (1890-1988)  of  Edmonton, 
has  bequeathed  a  collection  of  paint- 
ings, ceramics  and  furniture,  with  an 
estimated  value  of  $1,250,000,  along 
with  a  cash  bequest  of  $400,000,  to 
the  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation. 

The  bequest  contains  over  90 
paintings  (primarily  19thC  Euro- 
pean), approximately  40  pieces  of 
French-inspired  furniture,  a  number 
of  clocks,  bronzes,  jades  and  ivories, 
and  a  selection  of  model  ships.  The 
collection  will  be  housed  at  the 
Provincial  Museum  of  Alberta. 

The  collection  was  started  by 
Edmund's  father,  Mr.  John  A. 
McDougall,  a  former  mayor  of  Edmon- 
ton, an  M.L.A.  and  entrepreneur.  He 
and  his  wife  Lovisa,  came  to  Edmon- 
ton in  1879  and  opened  a  series  of 
stores  which  led  to  the  formation  of 
McDougall  and  Secord  Limited  in 
1886. 

By  the  turn  of  the  century,  the 
McDougalls  had  amassed  a  fortune 
and  were  able  to  pursue  their  interest 


in  collecting  art  and  decorative  objects 
as  they  travelled  in  Europe  and  the 
Orient.  Edmund  McDougall  and  his 
wife.  Vena,  continued  to  add  to  the  col- 
lection throughout  their  lives. 

The  Foundation,  the  Province  of 
Alberta  and  the  Provincial  Museum  of 
Alberta  formally  recognized  Mr. 
McDougall's  bequest  at  an  official  ded- 
ication ceremony  at  the  Provincial 
Museum,  January  26th,  1990.  Special 
guests  present  were  10  members  of 
the  McDougall  family  as  well  as  the 
Honourable  Doug  Main,  Minister  of 
Culture  and  Multiculturalism,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Alberta  government, 
officials  of  the  Provincial  Museum  of 
Alberta  and  the  Foundation's  Board  of 
Directors  and  staff.

For  many  years,  one  of  the 
perceived  problems  in  Alberta's 
historical  community  was  the  lack  of  a 
province-wide  network  or  umbrella 
organization  which  would  promote 
exchanges  of  information  among  all 
heritage  interest  groups. 

The  first  concrete  steps  towards 
creating  such  an  organization  took 
place  in  May,  1987,  at  the  joint  annual 
meeting  of  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  and  Historical 
Society  of  Alberta.  A  ten-person 
steering  committee  was  struck  to 
establish  goals  and  objectives  as  well 
as  guidelines  for  membership. 

The  proposal  was  immediately 
enmeshed  in  controversy.  There  was  a 
reluctance  by  many  to  create  yet 
another  organization  which  would 
consume  valuable  volunteer  time  and 
scarce  resources.  There  was  also  a 
fundamental  conflict  over  an  advocacy 
role  for  the  Council.  Some  felt  that  an 
independent  umbrella  organization 
speaking  on  behalf  of  a  large  number 
of  groups  and  individuals  would  be  a 
wonderful  agency  for  taking  stands  on 
issues.  Others  felt  that  participation 
in  such  activities  would  place  their 
organization  in  a  conflict  of  interest. 

A  number  of  strategies  were 
adopted  to  deal  with  these  concerns. 
The  Council  was  loosely  structured 
with  the  chairmanship  and  secretariat 
being  set  on  a  rotating  basis.  The 
number  of  meetings  was  limited  to  six 
per  year.  Membership  fees  were 
limited  to  $25.00  per  year  to  cover 
mailing  and  photocopying  expenses. 
With  respect  to  the  advocacy  question, 
it  was  decided  that  the  Council  itself 
would  not  take  positions  on  issues. 
Instead,  matters  would  be  discussed 
at  the  meetings  and  each  member 
organization  would  follow  up  on  the 
issues  as  it  saw  fit. 

There  have  still  been  some  problems 
for  the  Council.  Attendance  at  the 


meetings  by  some  organizations  has 
been  spotty.  Financial  resources  are 
thin.  It  is  often  uncertain  if  any  action 
has  been  taken  on  some  of  the 
concerns  raised  at  the  Council's 
meetings. 

However,  there  have  also  been  many 
successes.  Seventeen  groups  are  now 
members  including  the  Alberta 
Archives  Council,  the  Alberta  Society 
of  Archivists,  the  Archaeological 
Society  of  Alberta,  the  Alberta 
Genealogical  Society,  the  Southeast 
Alberta  Heritage  Network,  the  Alberta 
Municipal  Heritage  Advisory  Boards 
Network,  Heritage  Canada,  the 
Alberta  Museums  Association,  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation,  the 
Historical  Society  of  Alberta, 
S.P.A.R.E.,  the  Calgary  Heritage 
Network,  Edmonton  Heritage 
Network,  Alberta  Culture  and 
Multiculturalism,  the  Friends  of 
Geographical  Names  of  Alberta 
Society  and  the  Project  2005  Society. 
Communication  links  have  been 
greatly  improved.  Several  organiz- 
ations have  discovered  commonality  of 
interest  with  others.  A  long  standing 
problem  of  conflicting  dates  for  annual 
general  meetings  has  been 
ameliorated  and  a  few  groups  have 
even  undertaken  to  hold  joint  Annual 
General  Meetings.

Claresholm:  History  Comes  To  Life 


Art's  Mens  Wear  facade  1950-1989 


Discovery  of  early  period  facade 
necessitated  removal  for  restoration.

When  Claresholm  Main  Street 
coordinator  Joan  Wagner  first 
approached  Art  Petersen,  the  owner  of 
Art's  Men's  Wear,  about  the  possibility 
of  a  facade  rehabilitation,  neither 
realized  the  surprises  that  lay  in  store 
for  them. 

Built  in  the  early  1900's,  the  facade  of 
this  one  storey  woodframe  boom  town 
building  had  undergone  a  number  of 
alterations  over  time,  many  of  which 
were  documented  in  photographic 
records  held  by  the  Claresholm  Museum 
and  Glenbow-Alberta.  Still,  neither  Art 
nor  Joan  were  prepared  for  the 
discovery  of  an  intact  painted  sign 
dating  to  1918  when  the  1950's  false 
front  was  removed  this  past  fall.  The 
sign,  painted  on  wooden  siding,  is 
typical  of  traditional  advertising 
methods  used  during  the  first  years  of 
this  century.  Kingsley  is  known  to  have 
been  in  business  at  this  location  as  early 
as  1907. 

There  was  considerable  discussion 
between  the  owner,  local  citizens,  the 
Main  Street  coordinator  and  committee 
as  to  what  would  be  the  most 
appropriate  method  of  preserving  and 
interpreting  the  find.  The  sign  brought 
back  so  many  memories  that  one  long 
time  resident  of  Claresholm  burst  into 
tears  when  she  first  saw  it  again. 

In  the  end,  Art  and  the  Main  Street 
Committee  decided  that  the  most 
suitable  and  effective  way  of  preserving 
this  artifact  of  the  building  and  the 
town's  history  would  be  to  restore  it  and 
integrate  it  with  a  rehabilitated  facade. 
The  J.T.  Kingsley  Gents  Furnishings 
historic  sign  integrated  well  with  the 
building's  current  image  and  interprets 
close  to  a  century  of  men's  wear  retail 
business  in  the  town. 

Art  has  had  a  lot  of  favorable 
comments,  and  if  you  are  driving  down 
Highway  2,  stop  in  and  have  a  look  at 
Claresholm's  history  come  to  life  again. 
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Planning  for  Preservation 


With  the  interpretive  potential  of 
historic  resources  in  Alberta  being 
recognized  in  the  cultural  tourism 
arena,  numerous  community  groups 
are  considering  the  development  of 
their  historic  sites.  After  determination 
of  the  site,  with  the  formation  of  an 
organization,  and  in  receipt  of 
community  support,  dedicated 
individuals  spend  many  hours  in  brain- 
storming sessions  and  discussion 
periods  before  proceeding  with  the 
production  of  the  first  and  perhaps 
most  important  planning  document, 
the  feasibility  study. 

While  it  is  possible  for  organizations 
to  complete  some  of  the  usual 
components  of  a  feasibility  study 
without  outside  assistance,  and  while 
not  all  sections  of  the  study  are 
necessary  for  every  historic  site 
development,  professionals  can  and 
should  be  hired  to  produce  the  study. 
This  document  will  not  only  provide 
direction  and  costing  for  project 
implementation,  but  it  is  also  the  "tool" 
for  successful  fund-raising  efforts. 

Generally  speaking,  a  feasibilitiy 
study  provides  a  brief  historical 
overview.  It  thoroughly  assesses  the 
site  and  projects  the  probable  visitation 
upon  completion  of  development.  As 
part  of  this  market  analysis,  economic 
benefits  that  result  from  the 
development  and  subsequent  operation 
are  also  revealed. 

It  is  expected  that  the  consultants 
will  meet  regularly  with  members  of 
the  organization  and  other  concerned 
parties  before  producing  a  selection  of 
viable  development  options.  The 
options  take  into  account  the  wishes  of 
the  community  and  the  constraints  of 
development  realized  from  the  site  and 
market  analyses,  and  each  option 
includes  capital  and  operating  cost 
estimates.  It  is  likely  that  at  this  point 
in  the  study,  themes  for  interpretation 
with  appropriate  methods  of  delivery 
are  suggested. 

Once  the  consultants  have  discussed 
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the  various  options  with  the  client,  a 
development  proposal  is  defined.  The 
study  recommends  project 
implementation  through  a  phased 
approach  with  respective  costs 
included.  This  section  of  the  study  will 
further  delineate  operating  costs  and 
suggest  appropriate  management  for 
successful  operation.  If  requested,  the 
study  can  also  list  possible  funding 
sources  for  both  capital  development 
and  site  operation. 

The  final  report  will  include  site 
plans  and  at  the  very  least,  artist 
renderings  of  the  concept  plan.  As  well, 
the  full-sized  drawings  included  make 
excellent  presentation  panels  for 
promotional  and  fun-raising  purposes. 

With  a  completed  feasibility  study, 
the  vision  of  a  fully  developed  historic 
site  becomes  more  of  a  reality.  The 
members  of  the  organization 
developing  the  site,  the  community 
supporting  the  development,  and  those 
sources  considering  assistance  can  see 
the  steps  involved,  the  money  needed, 
and  the  effort  required.  The  feasibility 
study  describes  a  plan  and  the  plan,  in 
turn,  reveals  a  process  for  achieving 
the  goals  of  preservation  and 
interpretation.  Producing  a  feasibility 
study  is  definitely  a  very  important 
step  on  the  way  to  historic  site 
development.

The  Canadian  Heritage  River  System:  Flowing 
Into  the  1990's 


In  September,  1989,  the  North 
Saskatchewan  River  within  Banff 
National  Park  became  the  first 
waterway  in  Alberta  to  be  formally 
proclaimed  a  Canadian  Heritage 
River.  In  September,  1990,  the 
Athabasca  River  within  Jasper 
National  Park,  will  become  the  second 
river  in  the  province  to  be 
commemorated  to  the  Canadian 
Heritage  Rivers  System  (CHRS).  Both 
river  reaches  are  in  national  parks, 
because  Alberta  has  not  yet  decided  to 
join  the  CHRS.  All  other  provinces 
except  British  Columbia  are  now  full 
participants. 

Rivers  such  as  the  North 
Saskatchewan  and  Athabasca  are  the 
storybook  of  Canadian  history.  The 
North  Saskatchewan  River  valley  is 
thought  to  have  been  occupied  by 
indigenous  people  for  at  least  10,000 
years.  Many  great  explorers,  fur 
traders  and  missionaries  have  set  up 
camp  along  the  Athabasca.  It  is  still, 
to  this  day,  the  source  of  some  of  our 
national  dreams. 

The  Canadian  Heritage  Rivers 
System  was  established  in  1984  in 
response  to  a  growing  public 
awareness  of  the  necessity  of 
protecting  the  nation's  river  heritage. 

The  objectives  of  the  System  are  to 
give  national  recognition  to  the 
important  rivers  of  Canada  and  to 
ensure  long  term  management  which 
will  conserve  their  natural,  historical 
and  recreational  values.  The  CHRS  is 
a  cooperative,  voluntary  conservation 
program  in  which  the  government 
having  jurisdiction  over  a  river, 
retains  full  responsibility  for  its 
nomination  and  management. 

Four  characteristics  distinguish  the 
Canadian  Heritage  Rivers  System: 

•  it  operates  on  the  principle  of 
cooperation    among    all  the 


participants; 

•  it  protects  Canada's  important 
rivers  by  ensuring  that  the 
policies  and  practices  for 
development,  management  and 
use  are  consistent  with  the  CHRS' 
objectives; 

•  it  provides  national  and 
international  recognition  to 
Canada's  heritage  rivers  thereby 
encouraging  national  tourism  and 
economic  initiatives;  and 

•  it  offers  financial  advantages  for 
governments  because  costs  are 
shared  by  participants. 

There  are  now  Canadian  Heritage 
Rivers  in  nine  of  the  twelve  provinces 
and  territories.  Since  1984,  sections  of 
seventeen  rivers,  with  a  total  length 
of  more  than  3,000  km  have  been 
added  to  the  system. 

As  a  conservation  program,  the 
CHRS  has  been  the  catalyst  for  the 
establishment  of  several  new 
provincial  parks  and  for  the 
completion  of  management  plans  in 
existing  parks.  The  majority  of  rivers 
in  the  system  to  date  are  protected  by 
provincial  or  national  park  legislation. 
A  significant  accomplishment  is  that 
rivers  in  non-park  settings  are  now  in 
the  System.

The  heritage  significance  of  this  large  2  1/2  storey  Tudor  Revival 
house  at  803  -  15th  Avenue  S.W.  Calgary,  is  derived  solely  from  its 
historical  association  with  Nellie  McClung,  a  well  known  political 
figure,  author,  lecturer  and  early  champion  of  women's  rights.  She 
achieved  some  of  her  most  notable  political  and  literary  successes 
while  residing  in  the  house  between  the  years  1923  and  1934. 

While  a  member  of  the  Alberta  Legislature  (1921-1926),  she 
commuted  to  Edmonton  during  the  week  and  came  home  to  Calgary 
for  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Nellie  described  this  period  of  her  life  in  her 
book  THE  STREAM  RUNS  FAST.  While  residing  in  the  house,  she 
continued  her  fight  for  women's  rights,  prohibition,  factory  safety 
legislation  and  many  other  reforms.  Her  speaking  engagements  with 
humorous  arguments,  won  large  audiences  locally,  throughout  Canada 
and  internationally. 

Nellie  McClung  was  one  of  the  "famous  five"  (along  with  Emily 
Murphy,  Irene  Parlby,  Louise  McKinney  and  Henrietta  Edwards)  who 
campaigned  successfully  to  change  the  Supreme  Court's  ruling  "that 
women  are  persons  in  matters  of  pains  and  penalties,  but  not  persons

in  matters  of  rights  and  privileges."  To  their  dehght,  the  Privy  Council 
of  England,  in  1929,  ruled  that  "women  were  persons  in  matters  of 
rights  and  privileges." 

In  recognition  of  her  many  accomplishments,  the  Canadian  Post 
Office  issued  a  stamp  in  1973  to  mark  the  100th  Anniversary  of  her 
birth. 

No  one  has  been  more  zealous  in  preserving  Nellie  McClung's  home 
than  Bessie  Smith,  the  owner  of  the  house  since  1955  and  an  admirer 
of  Nellie's,  who  has  been  offered  large  sums  of  money  by  developers. 
Her  determination  to  save  the  house  paid  off  when  the  house  was 
designated  a  provincial  Historic  Resource  October  15th,  1978.  An 
Alberta  provincial  historic  resource  crest  is  affixed  near  the  front  door. 

The  Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foundation  provided  $20,000  in 
1989  towards  structural  repairs  to  the  roof's  framing  system  and 
reshingling  the  roof  with  cedar  shingles.

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Fort  Dunvegan 


Fort  Dunvegan,  established  on  the 
Peace  River  in  1805  by  Archibald 
Norman  McLeod,  a  North  West 
partner,  was  named  after  the  McLeod 
ancestral  castle  on  the  Isle  of  Skye. 
The  Fort  ,  which  was  taken  over  by 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  when  the 
two  companies  merged  in  1821, 
operated  continuously  (except  for  a  3 
year  period  1825-28)  as  headquarters 
of  the  Athabasca  fur  trade  until  1918. 
It  was  largely  a  provisioning  fort, 
supplying  such  items  as  buffalo  meat

and  fresh  vegetables  from  its  large 
gardens. 

In  1878-79  a  new  fort  was  built 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  downstream 
from  the  Fort  built  in  1805  where  the 
Factor's  house  still  stands  to-day. 

A  further  quarter  of  a  mile 
downstream  was  the  Catholic 
Mission,  established  in  1867  by 
Father  Tissier,  O.M.I.  It's  mandate 
was  to  convert  and  educate  the 
Beaver  Indians,  the  predominant 
natives  in  the  area.  The  mission  was 
closed  in  1903  because  of  a  declining 
native  population.  The  church  (1885) 
and  rectory  (1889)  are  still  standing, 
with  the  rectory  fully  restored  and 
furnished  to  look  as  it  did  in  the 
1890's. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  fur  trade 
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fort,  a  rival  mission,  the  Anglican  St. 
Saviours,  was  established  in  1879  by 
Thomas  Bunn,  a  teacher  and  lay 
preacher. 

Both  the  Catholic  and  Anglican 
missionaries  found  the  sedentary 
agricultural  life  style  they  tried  to 
teach  the  natives  ran  contrary  to  all 
native  customs  and  traditions. 
Although  unsuccessful  in  teaching  the 
natives  the  techniques  of  farming,  the 
missionaries  at  St.  Saviours  Mission 
won  first  prize  at  the  Chicago  World 
Fair  for  a  strain  of  wheat  grown  at  the 
Mission  just  before  it  was  closed  in 
1891.  None  of  the  mission's  buildings 
exist  today.  The  site  is  now  called 
"The  Maples"  and  is  a  popular  picnic 
and  day  camp  area. 

Dunvegan,  an  Historic  Site,  is 
operated  by  Historic  Sites  Service, 
Alberta  Culture  and  Multicultural- 
ism. It  is  open  to  visitors  from  10:00 
A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  from  May  15th  to 
June  30th  and  from  10:00  A.M.  to  9:00 
P.M.  from  July  1st  to  the  Labour  Day 
weekend.  A  variety  of  programmes 
and  conducted  tours  are  carried  out 
during  the  summer.  Visitors  can  view 
ongoing  archaeology  and  restoration 
on  the  site  and  are  invited  to  ask 
questions.

Pioneer  of  the  Dairy  Industry

From  the  time  of  its  establishment 
by  the  Tindalstoll  Butter  and  Cheese 
Manufacturing  Association  in  1897, 
the  Markerville  Creamery,  as  it  was  to 
become,  was  the  economic  mainstay  of 
this  Icelandic  community.  This  co- 
operative of  thirty-four  local  farmers 
supported  by  the  Federal  Department 
of  Agriculture  under  CP.  Marker, 
hired  Daniel  Morkeberg,  a  Dane,  as 
its  first  buttermaker.  What  was  to  be 
a  temporary  job  became  a  lifetime 
occupation  and  was  passed  on  to  his 
son  in  1930's. 

While  briefly  producing  cheese  in 
the  1930's,  it  was  widely  known  for 
the  high  quality  of  its  butter,  winning 
several  awards  throughout  the  years 
of  its  operation.  Cream  was  hauled  by 
the  Creamery's  own  driver  or  by  the 
farmers  themselves  to  Markerville. 
Here  it  was  sampled  and  graded. 
Based  upon  the  grade  and  butterfat 
content  of  their  cream,  each  Monday 
local  farmers  received  the  little  money 
they  saw  in  this  almost  cashless 
community. 

Just  as  during  its  operation  until 
1972,  the  Creamery  is  once  again  a 
focal  point  in  this  small  hamlet. 
Restored  in  1985  by  Historic  Sites 
Service,  Alberta  Culture  and 
Multiculturalism  and  operated  by  the

Stephan  G.  Stephansson  Icelandic 
Society  as  an  important  part  of  their 
heritage,  the  museum  interprets 
buttermaking  as  it  was  in  the  mid- 
1930's.  Guides  are  available 
throughout  the  summer,  May  to 
September,  to  show  visitors,  school 
and  group  tours  through  the 
Creamery.  The  old  ice  room  is  home  to 
the  Kaffistofa  Coffee  Shop  which 
serves  an  unique  Icelandic  menu. 

Markerville  also  has  a  Lutheran 
Church  built  in  1907  and  several 
cottage  craft  industries  for  its  visitors 
to  see.

Alex  Johnston 
Lectures 

The  Fall,  1989,  issue  of  THE 
CORNERSTONE  announced  the 
death  of  noted  Lethbridge  historian 
Alex  Johnston  on  April  12th,  1989. 
His  death  has  been  a  great  loss  to  the 
province  and  especially  to  the 
Lethbridge  area. 

In  recognition  of  Alex  Johnston's 
contribution  to  both  the  scientific  and 
historical  communities,  the 
Lethbridge  Historical  Society  has 
undertaken,  with  the  help  of  the 
University  of  Lethbridge  and  Friends 
of  Alex  Johnston,  to  establish  a 
$25,000  endowment  trust  to  be 
managed  by  the  University.  Interest 
from  the  fund  will  finance  the  cost  of 
the  Alex  Johnston  lectures  which  will 
be  given  annually  at  the  University  of 
Lethbridge  or  other  public  places  in 
Lethbridge  by  distinguished  lecturers. 

An  outreach  program  is  planned  for 
other  centres  in  Alberta  such  as 
Edmonton,  Calgary  and  Medicine  Hat. 
Topics  of  the  free  lectures  organized 
by  the  University  will  be  those  items 
that  influenced  Western  Canada's 
history,  agriculture,  geography, 
geology  and  archaeology.

Historic  Drill  Rig, 
Brooks 

Gary  Sturch,  Brooks,  informs  THE 
CORNERSTONE  that  plans  are 
proceeding  for  displaying  the  87  year 
old  drill  rig,  purchased  by  the  Brooks 
community  at  an  auction  held  in 
Coutts  last  year. 

This  rare  and  unique  piece  of 
Alberta's  petroleum  history  was 
manufactured  in  1903  by  the  National 
Supply  Company.  It  is  believed  the  rig 
worked  in  the  Turner  Valley  area 
until  the  1920s.  For  safe  keeping,  the 
rig  is  presently  stored  in  the  Pan 
Canadian  Storage  Yard  in  Brooks. 

Gary  hopes  he'll  have  a  more 
detailed  report  on  this  interesting  rig 
for  the  Summer  issue  of  THE 
CORNERSTONE.

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The  Al  Rashid 
Mosque

The  historic  Al  Rashid  Mosque, 
111th  Avenue  and  102nd  Street, 
Edmonton,  has  been  saved  from 
demolition  by  being  moved  to  Fort 
Edmonton  to  be  used  as  an  interpretive 
centre.  This  is  the  second  time  the 
mosque  has  been  moved  for  new 
development.  Originally  located  at  the 
corner  of  101st  Street  and  108th 
Avenue,  it  was  moved  at  the  City  of 
Edmonton's  request  in  1946  to  make 
way  for  the  Victoria  Composite  High 
School  expansion.  This  time  the 
mosque's  site  was  needed  by  the  Royal 
Alexander  Hospital  for  a  new  building. 
Because  it  was  moved  from  its  original 
site,  the  building  cannot  be  designated. 

In  1979  the  site  of  the  Al  Rashid 
mosque  was  turned  over  to  the  city  in 
exchange  for  money  and  land  to  build 
the  Canadian  Islamic  Centre  at  113  St. 
and  130th  Avenue. 

The  Al  Rashid  Mosque,  built  in  1938 
by  the  Muslim  and  non-Muslim 
communities  in  Alberta  and 
Saskatchewan,  was  the  first  mosque 
built  in  Canada  and  North  America. 
The  building  is  of  brick  construction 
except  for  its  concrete  corners.  Block 
minarets  topped  with  Islamic  crescents 
are  the  only  Islamic  architectural 
features  of  the  otherwise  standard 
style  of  Edmonton's  architecture  of  the 
1930s. 


Preservation  efforts  to  save  the 
building  were  undertaken  by  the 
Canadian  Council  of  Muslim  Women, 
Edmonton  Chapter,  and  Friends  of  the 
Mosque.
